V oters of Iowa seem to have done Minnesota a good turn 
when they voted in favor of a bond isaue of $100,000,000 for good 
roads purposes, or, to be more accurate, for road-paving purposes, 
says the Minneapolis Tribune. 
Iowa voters ratified the bond proposal with an emphasis that 
almost indicated they were eager to have a chance to do so, and 
that is not so absurd as it may sound to many. 
Iowans have had 
sorry and costly experiences with bad roads. 
I he very soil that 
makes their corn grow tall is poor stuff out of which to make de­ 
pendable year-around roads. 
Voting for the bond issue was the 
rational reaction to floundering in roads with motor cars. 
It was 
a popular mandate that Iowa should lie yanked out of the mud 
and set upon paved highways. 
But how has that served a good purpose for Minnesota? Well, 
the $100,000,000 Iowa bond issue makes the $20,000,000 bond is­ 
sue long desired by Commissioner Ballock seem a puny thing, 
comparatively and actually. 
It has provoked a loud press chorus 
in Minnesota for the much smaller bond issue proposed in this 
state. What Minnesota editors have written in the last few weeks 
on this subject .suggests that the Minnesota legislature would come 
in for little or no censure, if it exercised the authority granted it 
to issue bonds to facilitate improvement of the state trunk high­ 
way system. 
It is quite evident that the Iowa verdict has done much to in­ 
fluence this phase of the Minnesota press comment. 
The Minne­ 
sota editors are not heedless of the fact that a half dozen years 
hence, when the Iowa program shall have been carried out, that 
state will have in paved roads alaiut five-sevenths of the entire 
mileage now comprised in the Minnesota state trunk highway sys­ 
tem. Without the bond issue, Minnesota probably would be worse 
off in terms of efficient rotids six years hence than it is today. 
It 
could scarcely be otherwise, seeing how car registrations are go­ 
ing up, how tragic burdens are increasing, and how maintenance 
expenditures are increasingly eating up road revenues. 
The adoption of Amendment No. I gave Minnesota road users 
something serious to think about, and the Iowa election mandate 
has helped to set the situation out in sharp relief in the collective 
Minnesota mind. 
Let it be borne in mind that good paved roads 
through Iowa wild help in the development of our tourist industry 
according as we build attractive and dependable trunk roads of 
our own.

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WHY MINNESOTA MAY THANK IOWA 


V o t e r s of Iowa seem to have done Minnesota a good turn 
when they voted in favor of a bond issue of $100,000,000 for good 
roads purposes, or, to be more accurate, for road-paving purposes, 
says the Minneapolis Tribune. 
Iowa voters ratified the bond proposal with an emphasis that 
almost indicated they were eager to have a chance to do so, and 
that is not so absurd as it may sound to many. 
Iowans have had 
sorry and costly experiences with bad roads. 
The very soil that 
makes their corn grow tall is poor stuff out of which to make de­ 
pendable year-around roads. 
Voting for the bond issue was the 
rational reaction to floundering in roads with motor cars. 
It was 
a popular mandate that Iowa should be yanked out of the mud 
and set upon paved highways. 
But how has that served a good purpose for Minnesota? Well, 
the $100,000,000 Iowa bond issue makes the $20,000,000 bond is­ 
sue long desired by Commissioner Babcock seem a puny thing, 
comparatively and actually. 
It has provoked a loud press chorus 
in Minnesota for the much smaller bond issue proposed in this 
state. What Minnesota editors have written in the last few weeks 
on this subject suggests that the Minnesota legislature would come 
in for little or no censure, if it exercised the authority granted it* 
to issue bonds to facilitate improvement of the state trunk high 
way system. 
It is quite evident that the Iowa verdict has done much to in­ 
fluence this phase of the Minnesota press comment. 
The Minne 
sota editors are not heedless of the fact that a half dozen years 
hence, when the Iowa program shall have been carried out, that 
state will have in paved roads about five-sevenths of the entire 
mileage now comprised in the Minnesota state trunk highway sys­ 
tem. Without the bond issue, Minnesota probably would be worse 
off in terms of efficient ro&ds six years hence than it is today. 
It 
could scarcely be otherwise, seeing how car registrations are go­ 
ing up, how tragic burdens are increasing, and how maintenance 
expenditures are increasingly eating up road revenues. 
The adoption of Amendment No. I gave Minnesota road users 
something serious to think about, and the Iowa election mandate 
has helped to set the situation out in sharp relief in the collective 
Minnesota mind. 
Let it be borne in mind that good paved roads 
through Iowa will! help in the development of our tourist industry 
according as we build attractive and dependable trunk roads of 
our own.
